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THE  WAR'S  REFLEX  INFLUENCE 


HE  war  in  Europe  has  produced  considerable  changes 
in  the  character  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  countries 
engaged  in  the  struggle.  People  are  going  to  church 
with  a  regularity  which  is  not  found  in  piping  times 
of  peace.  Maladies,  and  even  diseases,  which  have 
their  origin  in  the  imagination,  are  less  prevalent; 
people  have  something  to  think  about  besides  them- 
selves and  their  aches. 

We  think  that  we  see  in  our  school,  far  as  it  is  from  the  trenches, 
some  effects  of  the  war.  There  is  a  stiffening  of  spinal  columns, 
more  of  a  disposition  to  act  when  the  order,  "Do  this,"  is  given, 
a  fuller  comprehension  of  the  fact  that  human  effort  is  helpless 
to  avert  the  penalty  when  nature's  laws  are  violated. 

This  change  has  appeared  more  distinctly  among  the  men, 
because  the  dullest  man  can  understand  that  if  his  nation  fails 
to  do  its  duty  in  preparing  for  defense,  he  may  be  ordered  into 
the  trenches,  where  life  is  not  so  pleasant  as  it  is  when  the  task 
is  nursing  "those  dear  soldiers." 
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THE  NEW  TEACHERS 

Some  teachers  have  been  added  to  the  faculty.  To  these 
we  extend  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  and  hope  they  will  long 
grace  our  school.

Mr.  Stephen  K.  Perry  is  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth.  He  has 
had  experience  which  will  stand  him  in  good  stead  wherever  he 
goes. 

Mr.  Ben  R.  Beisel  is  a  graduate  of  Allegheny  College,  and  has 
held  both  college  and  high  school  positions. 

Mr.  D.  H.  Colcord  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Mich- 
igan. Several  years'  teaching,  in  the  high  school  and  the  grades, 
has  fitted  him  well  for  teaching  pedagogy. 

Miss  Veda  R.  Bloomer  is  a  graduate  of  the  Pratt  General 
Art  Course,  Pratt  Normal.  Her  preparation  and  charming  per- 
sonality will  prove  a  boon  to  the  school. 

Miss  Edna  Lee  Sprowls  has  had  good  experience  as  teacher, 
normal  school  work  and  public  school  work.  She  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Emerson  College  of  Oratory,  Boston,  and  has  taken  con- 
siderable special  work.      She  is  in  charge  of  the  elocution  work. 

Miss  Clarissa  B.  Robinson,  of  Butler,  Pa.,  until  recently  a 
member  of  the  Slippery  Rock  State  Normal  School  faculty,  has 
accepted  a  position  in  the  department  of  education. 

Miss  Beulah  B.  Hunt,  who  is  head  of  the  domestic  science 
department,  is  a  graduate  of  Mechanics  Institute,  Rochester,  N. 
Y.  Her  experience  as  a  teacher  has  been  under  favorable  auspices 
and  the  school  is  to  be  congratulated  on  securing  her  services. 

Miss  Ida  M.  Hoffman  is  also  a  graduate  of  Mechanics  Insti- 
tute, Rochester,  N.  Y.  She  has  had  experience  in  the  general  work 
of  teaching  and  domestic  science  teaching.  She  has  charge  of 
the  work  in  sewing. 

Mr.  Rexford  D.  Colburn  has  charge  of  the  Conservatory. 
He  is  a  graduate  of     Syracuse  University,    after    preparation  at 
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Corning  Conservatory,  Corning,  N.  Y.  He  comes  to  us  from  James- 
town College,  Jamestown,  N.  Dak.,  after  considerable  experi- 
ence in  teaching.  Mr.  Colburn  expects  to  give  several  piano  re- 
citals during  the  year.  In  this  work  he  will  be  assisted  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Conservatory  faculty,  and  by  Mrs.  Colburn,  who  is 
a  graduate  in  vocal  music  of  Syracuse  University. 

Miss  Mary  Wright  comes  to  the  school  this  year  to  super- 
vise the  public-school  music  course,  which  includes  for  the  students 
all  the  theory  pertaining  to  the  subject,  and  practise-teaching  in 
the  model  school. 

Miss  Wright  has  a  diploma  in  this  course  from  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, and  is  also  a  graduate  kindergartner.  Her  work  here  will 
give  added  strength  to  her  department,  which  already  has  ac- 
quired a  wide  reputation  through  Mr.  Cogswell's  efforts.

THE  NEW  ANNEX 

The  steady  growth  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal  has  probably 
not  been  so  marked,  since  Dr.  Ament's  connection  with  it,  as  it 
has  in  the  last  two  years.  Notwithstanding  the  large  graduating 
classes  that  have  gone  out  of  the  Institution  in  the  past  few  years, 
the  enrollment  of  the  School  has,  each:  year,  reached  a  higher  mark 
than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Last  year  the  growth  of  the 
School  made  necessary  the  building  of  a  $50,000  addition  to  the 
Girls'  Dormitory,  and  again  this  year  the  unprecedented  demand 
for  rooms  at  this  Institution  forced  the  School  into  building  another 
addition — larger  and  finer  than  any  that  have  heretofore  been 
built. 
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This  latest  addition  will  be  four  stories  in  height,  one  hundred 
feet  in  length,  and  forty-six  feet  in  width.  It  will  provide  ex- 
ceptionally attractive  rooms  for  sixty -six  more  girls.  It  will  con- 
tain a  large  reading  hall,  four  bath  rooms  and  a  passenger  elevator. 
The  new  rooms  will  be  fully  up  to  the  high  standard  of  Indiana 
Normal  comfort,  each  with  a  large  dressing  room,  with  running 
hot  and  cold  water,  and  a  comfortable  sitting  room.  This  addi- 
tion will  be  completed  at  a  total  cost  of  $75,000.  The  School 
expects  to  have  this  building  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy 
at  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Term. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  most  new  students  prefer  rooms  in 
the  building  at  the  opening  of  School,  Dr.  Ament  offered  an  unu- 
sual opportunity  to  the  old  girls.  To  all  girls  who  were  occupying 
rooms  in  the  dormitory,  and  who  were  willing  to  give  up  their  rooms 
to  new  students  and  room  out  in  the  cottages  during  the  Fall 
Term,  Dr.  Ament  offered  the  opportunity  of  occupying  the  rooms 
in  the  New  Annex  for  the  balance  of  the  year  without  extra  charge. 
After  the  present  School  year,  the  extra  charge  on  these  rooms  will 
be  $1.00  a  week  for  each  occupant,  and  the  opportunity  thus 
permits  those  girls  who  were  willing  to  embrace  it,  to  occupy  the 
finest  rooms  at  Indiana  at  a  saving  in  cost  of  $25.00  for  the  year. 
Many  girls  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity,  and  the  opening 
of  the  Winter  Term  will  see  many  happy  faces.

THE  DINING  ROOM 

Exclamations  of  surprise,  and  looks  of  wonder  and  apprecia- 
tion were  the  result  of  the  improvements  made  on  the  dining  room 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

The  first  impression  is  one  of  light  and  space.  The  walls 
and  ceiling  are  painted  in  oils;  the  color  of  the  walls  being  French 
grey,  and  of  the  ceiling,  light  ivory.  The  walls  are  decorated  with 
tapestry  panels  which  are  reproductions  of  famous  XVI  and  XVII 
Century  Flemish  and  French  pieces  dealing  with  heroic  and  pastoral 
subjects. 
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Adding  dignity  and  grace  to  the  room  are  the  columns,  won- 
derful representations  of  Italian  marble,  which  support  the  heavy 
cross  beams  on  the  ceiling.  These  beams  are  finished  to  resemble 
cathedral  oak.  The  capitols  on  the  beams  and  brackets  at  the 
sides  of  the  room  underneath  the  beams  with  cartuches  over  the 
windows  are  finished  in  antique  copper  colors. 

The  urns  and  vases  at  the  ends  of  the  room  are  reproductions 
of  antique  pottery  taken  from  Roman  excavations. 

In  all  we  can  well  be  proud  of  the  splendid  improvement 
which  adds  so  much  to  the  beauty  and  grace  of  our  school.

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Justice  John  P.  Elkin 


Y  the  passing  of  Justice  John  P.  Elkin  from  this  to 
eternal  life,  a  vacancy  is  left  and  felt  in  the  heart  of 
every  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana 
Normal,  of  which  he  has  been  a  most  valued  member 
since  1886.  Possessed  of  an  intellect  of  the  highest 
order,  and  a  physical  endurance  which,  until  recent 
months,  knew  no  tiring,  he  could,  and  did,  with 
capacity  and  energy,  respond  to  every  call  to  render  service  to  the 
School.  In  the  best  sense  of  the  word,  Judge  Elkin  was  progressive, 
and  won  his  successes  in  dealing  with  others  almost  entirely  by  his 
frank,  straightforward  optimism.  He  was  brave,  broad,  liberal, 
sympathetic,  and  ever  hospitable  to  new  ideas.  Many  times  he 
indorsed  new  plans  that  called  for  great  faith  and  foresight.  He 
delighted  in  his  work  as  a  Trustee,  and  our  records  throughout 
attest  the  value  of  his  services  to  the  School.  Here  in  our  midst 
he  wrought  and  died,  and  the  memory  of  his  influence  and  work 
will  not  soon  pass  away.  It  is  seldom  that  a  man  as  conspicuous 
in  the  public  activities  of  the  State  as  Judge  Elkin  finds  the  time 
or  feels  the  inclination  to  add  to  his  many  duties  by  the  assumption 
of  the  burdens  and  obligations  of  such  a  trust.  Yet  no  member  of 
our  Board  ever  evinced  a  greater  readiness  to  meet  his  share  of 
the  obligations. 

He  was  strong,  sane  and  hopeful,  and  ever  brought  a  keen 
insight  and  a  well-balanced  and  unbiased  judgment  to  bear  upon 
all  questions  that  came  before  us. 

Because  she  is  one  of  his  few  surviving  teachers,  and  because 
of  her  intimate  knowledge  of  his  entire  career,  we  incorporate  in 
this  Memorial  an  estimate  of  the  character  and  worth  of  Judge 
Elkin,  submitted  at  our  request  by  Miss  Leonard: 

"In  the  death  of  Hon.  John  P.  Elkin,  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  county  in  which  he  was  born,  the  community  in  which 
he  spent  hfs  life,  the  church  that  he  loved,  the  family  to  which  his 
heart  was  devoted,  the  Normal  School  of  which  he  was  a  student, 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  which  he  served,  have  all  alike  suf- 
fered a  deep  bereavement.  He  was  educated  in  our  School,  a  poor, 
ambitious,  able,  country  boy,  who  came  to  us  in  1877.     To  him  lt 
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was  a  Mecca  of  learning.  From  it  he  graduated  in  1879,  leaving 
the  deep  impression  of  an  unusual  personality  upon  teachers* 
classmates  and  fellow  students.  In  the  buoyancy  and  hopefulness 
and  vitality  of  his  youth,  he  strongly  expressed  the  qualities  of 
character  that  marked  him  through  life.  Among  these  were  power 
of  organization,  great  skill  in  securing  unanimity  among  the  group, 
leading  all  to  see  things  his  way.  Though  his  way  might  be  mis- 
taken, it  was  always  certain  to  be  generous.  Then,  as  in  later  life, 
people  followed  him  because  they  loved  him,  trusted  him  and 
believed  in  his  power  to  win.  One  of  the  marked  qualities  of  his 
student  life  was  grateful  remembrance  of  any  service  rendered 
him,  however  small.  The  engineer  in  the  school  basement,  whose 
friendship  young  Elkin  had  gained,  and  who  loaned  him  money 
to  complete  his  Senior  Year,  was  the  first  person  he  remembered 
when  he  found  a  place  that  his  old  friend  could  fill.  He  was  wide 
and  tender  in  his  sympathies,  and  thoroughly  democratic  in  his 
instincts.  The  troubled  and  helpless  person  was  the  one  that  ap- 
pealed quickest  to  his  emotions,  and  was  the  surest  of  his  power  to 
help.  Then,  as  always,  he  was  gay  in  spirit,  fond  of  a  good  story, 
a  delightful  companion,  with  unusual  power  to  make  and  keep 
friends.  And  this  spirit,  this  ability,  this  courage,  this  faith  in 
the  future,  this  confidence  in  himself  and  others,  he  brought  to  the 
service  of  the  School  when  he  passed  to  the  higher  capacity  of 
Trustee.  He  felt  that  the  School  had  been  so  much  to  him  when 
he  was  an  aspiring  country  boy,  that  he  wanted  to  make  it  every- 
thing possible  to  other  youths  who  were  poor  and  ambitious  like 
himself.  Nothing  that  he  could  get  for  them  was  ever  too  good 
for  the  students  and  teachers  of  the  Normal  School.  As  in  that 
earlier  day  men  bravely  made  great  sacrifices  for  the  School  they 
founded,  so  he  was  willing  to  take  time  from  his  busy  life  to  give 
the  thought  of  his  resourceful  mind,  assume  personal  risks,  and  go 
to  all  sorts  of  trouble,  never  willing  to  stop  short  of  doing  his  best 
for  his  School.  It  was  not  chiefly  what  Judge  Elkin  was  willing  to 
do,  himself,  and  he  was  a  hard  worker,  but  what  he  inspired  others 
to  do  that  counted  most.  Once  he  conceived  a  thing  to  be  attain- 
able, he  was  satisfied  with  nothing  short  of  achievement.  His 
service  to  the  School  was  marked  by  disinterestedness,  by  re- 
sourcefulness, courage  and  faith.  He  was  proud  of  his  Alma  Mater, 
and  believed  unshakenly  in  the  good  it  was  doing,  and  in  its  future 
possibility.  Those  who  have  served  with  him  on  the  Board  as 
fellow  Trustees  will   miss,  in  their  work  and  responsibility,  more 
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than  they  can  now  comprehend,  the  strength  of  his  support,  the 
calmness  of  his  judgment,  the  honesty  of  his  aims  and  the  warmth 
and  friendliness  of  his  spirit.  Deeply  do  all  of  us  feel  the  sadness 
of  this  farewell  to  our  friend  and  fellow  worker,  Hon.  John  P.  Elkin." 

We,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  a  full  and  sorrowful  realiza- 
tion of  our  loss,  and  a  firm  belief  in  the  wisdom  of  an  inscrutable 
Providence,  shall  proceed  with  our  work,  aided  and  inspired  by 
the  example  of  our  beloved  co-worker,  Judge  Elkin,  and  with 
thankful  hearts  that  he  has  lived  and  wrought  among  us. 

In  his  memory,  we  spread  this  tribute  upon  our  minutes,  order 
copies  of  it  furnished  the  newspapers  of  Indiana  County,  and  a 
copy  presented  to  the  members  of  his  bereaved  family.
